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N my firſt collection of Pſalm-tunes, which 
were partly new and partly ſelected from an- 
cient authors, I propoſed a plan for eſtabliſhing 
ſocieties for the regular practice of church-muſic, 
to which TI refer the reader; and ſhall now re- 
mark, in reſpect to theſe Pſalms, that each ſociety 
ſhould ſele&t ſuch tunes as they know are moſt 
likely to be approved by their miniſter and the 
congregation at large, and no tunes ſhould on any 
account be introduced before the ſingers have ſuf- 
ficiently tried them, and are found to be correct 
in their ſeveral parts. 


It being my wiſh that the melody ſhould at all 
times appear complete, I have in a few inſtances 
introduced ſmall notes as well as the reſts, with 
an obſervation when the voices are to be ſilent ;
